[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


GARKS and cemeteries offer a very wide field and a very undulating, 
uy for the disporting writer who desires or who may be compelled to 

shake a loose pen over them; but if we take the arm of the solid 
chairman of the said parks, with full reliance upon him, we shall have an 
easy stroll, whilst the same solid chairman will lead you carefully into 
the parks, with a good-natured view of keeping you out of the cemeteries 
as long as possible. Let them wait. We are not volunteers at all events 
in that direction, and so for the present give them a wide berth. 

Bat to the parks with Mr. Alderman Adam Murray. Yes! Delighted to 
get the flavour of his mellow humour amongst the flowers—and the fruits, 
which are all of romance permitted by the ratepayers to their chosen 
representatives. As the sunshine twinkles or his spectacles, responsive 
to a sunny disposition shining to meet it—or the grapes, in pendant 
clusters, dangle a welcome to the Alderman who in various forms has 
dealt with the juice thereof, but too jolly by far ever to have trodden the 
wine press alone—we gleefully take him for a companion as a goodly apple 
hearty at the core. A good kernelly heartiness is expressed even in 
Mr. Murray’s complexion, which all his early—perhaps too early experi- 
ences—in the closely confined mechanisms of Manchester life years ago, 
have failed to efface. The oil, and heat, and flying cotton particles of 
early days have left no traces upon the frontispiece of the Alderman, 
who might be supposed to date, like his friend Johu Grave, from the foot 
of Skiddaw instead of underneath the smoke canopies of Manchester. In 
his demeanour, too, the Alderman manifests the frolicsomeness and 
tunbledom of the farmer’s son, rather than the urban bred lad. Even 
in the discharge of his municipal functions proper these rough and 
ready characteristics are not wanting. When he desires to make an im- 
pression he “lays on,” as it is called. He sallies forth into the open, 
swings his flail, beats the threshing floor, and then finishes up with a 
strong winnowing wind which thoroughly purges the floor—and there is no 
mistake about it. But when he ‘ punces’’—as the Oldham people say— 
he does it because he is hearty and not because he is savage. A manly 
proclivity for scrimmages we should fancy best expresses Mr. Murray’s 
disposition. If he manifests now and again—as we think he does—a 
disregard for the mere amenities and titularities of life, it is because the 
swift effluxion of time does not to him appear to be able to afford luxuries. 
Seeing the end of an avenue, and wanting to get at something there, he 
disestablishes and disendows the side alleys of statues and rhododendrons. 
To him human life is a narrow neck of land, not too smooth, however 
narrow, with two unbounded seas on either hand. ‘ Ware the narrow 
neck,” is the Alderman’s motto. 

Most earnest in all things which are essential—in politics, in religion, 
in matters social and domestic—he never overlays his earnestness with 
gloom or hardness. There is in Mr. Murray’s view a time for everything, 
even for the assembly’s catechism, which is not a good thing to smoke to. 
He loves the lightsome interchange of joke and anecdote, and shakes 
his sides when a solemn pretence gets pierced by the wit-shafts of a friend 
or colleague. 

He is a master of raillery and inuendo, and when fairly ‘‘ a-gate” can 
let nobody alone. The people against whom he launches his favourite 
epithet of ‘“‘humbugs’”’ receive scant mercy when the Alderman has on 
lis war-paint. His ‘‘six-shooter” has a hair trigger, and his first finger 
plays not too delicately with that dangerous weapon. When he is deliver- 
ing an address—let us say against ‘‘ humbugs,’”’ which, like yarn and 





cloth, are sometimes heavily in stock—he speaks in short sentences, and 


if anything very severe is coming he bats his eyes beforehand, as if he 
would say, ‘‘ May the Lord have mercy on his soul’’—and then the black 
cap | 

Kighteen years in the Council (ten of which as an Alderman) represent 
a pretty good spell of work for a man still in the prime of life. And it 
should be remembered that Mr. Murray has done his work impressively, 
and not after a dilletante fashion. Not enjoyment and not slumber have 
been his objects. If he have sought a position in public life, we think it 
has been a search for some vantage ground for his party and his opinions, 
certainly not for himself. Indeed, any merely self-seeking man would be, 
at the same time, a thorough self-deceiver, who fancied that doing public 
work for nothing would, even incidentally, help to bring grist to the mill! 
Grind he may to his heart's content, but the grist will go otherwhere. 
The grinder will peradventure see someone elso marching off with the 
sack on his back, not without a leer. Let no man dream that in trying to 
assist in the rule and governance of great communities as a Councillor 
he must necessarily help himself—rather the reverse. If a man desire 
the office of Councillor he does not, in the strong acceptation of the term, 
desire ‘“‘ a good thing.” The account may be stated as follows:—On the 
one side, loss of time, of temper, and occasionally even of credit; on the 
other side, public indifference and mayorial hospitality. As an old horse 
might say, if it wore not for the bran mashes he might as well be a donkey 
and solace’ himself with tender thistles. In some respects a Town Coun- 
cillor is as self-denying as a missionary. He receives no grant from the 
Parent Society. Like the missionary, too, he is permitted to tell very 
interesting stories when the time comes. 

Mr. Alderman Murray has never to us appeared quite the same man 
since he lost some few years ago that friend who was to him almost closer 
than a brother, the late Mr. W. E. Hodgkinson, the whilom representative 
of “St. Ann’s” in the Council. His old friend misses Will Hodgkinson 
very much, as indeed many men in Manchester do. The communion of 
the pair was free and unrestrained as that of two schoolboys. In each 
other’s society they were always happy, whilst the tender amiability of 
Mr. Hodgkinson’s character seemed to average agreeably the dashing 
trenchancy of.that of his friend, who, no doubt, often in his heart of 
hearts, echoes the lines of the Laureate— 

‘* Break, break, break, on thy cold grey stones, oh, sea ! 
But the tender grace of a day that is dead 
Will never come back to me.” 

Poor Wili—poor Will! We also—who would fain be faithful 
chroniclers of the days which his kindly spirit made radiant, and of the 
friends im whose company ‘with him we took sweet council together—may 
perhaps be permitted to lay this poor tribute on his grave.

"RESPECTFULLY DEDICATED TO THE TALKATIVE MEMBERS 


OF THE MANCHESTER TOWN COUNCIL. | 


+ ‘TIS little sketch, so much like the proceedings of our “ blessed Cor- 
poration" in the absence of Sir Joseph, is from the Liberal Review, 
slightly altered to suit the change of places. 

The usual monthly meeting of the Little Peddlington Town Council 
and Debating Clab was held on Wednesday last. Lunch had been pro- 
vided by public subscription, and there was a numerous attendance. The 
Mayor presided, and was attired with scrupulous neatness, his manly 
chest and shoulders being ornamented by a massive brass collar. 

Mr. M——y moved the confirmation of the proceedings of the Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. Hi p said there were a thousand public-houses in Little Peddling- 
ton, and he wished to know how much a year the profits from the sale of 
drink amounted to. He once knew a policeman who had refused to enter a 
licensed house except when there was some occasion for him to do so. 
That was a disgraceful state of affairs, and he thought that the chairman 
of the Finance Committee, who had nothing to do with the police force, 
ought to be ashamed of himself.

Mr. 8—w said there was a marked difference between the various 
speakers, and he thought they should go and ask the opinion of the Man 
in the Street. 

The Man in the Street was therefore brought in, and being interrogated 
by the Mayor gave it as his opinion that it would be a great mistake if the 
brewers and publicans were allowed to abolish the long pull. 

The minutes of the Finance Committee were then passed with 
acclamation. 

WEALTH COMMITTEF. 

Mr. P——1 moved the confirmation of the proceedings of this com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Alderman Bonenoune said that he had been fighting against all the 
committees for generations and he would have his say. There could be 
no doubt that the Borough Engineer was deserving of the severest censure. 
IIe did not wish to be libellons, but he felt it was his duty to those whom 
le represented to state his opinion that the Borough Engineer was a horrible 
villain, whose sole aim was to poison the people of Little Peddlington or 

mash them up into small pieces by means of square setts, He understood 

that the Mayor was in the habit of riding on horseback. He appealed to 
him not to do so, unless he had first insured his life. There were some 
people who were not quite certain of the guilt of the late lamented Charles 
Peace, He would like the chairman of the Health Committee, or the chair- 
man of the Water Committee, he did not care which, for they were both 
wlike, neither of them to be trusted, to explain how it was they had not placed 
the Borongh Engineer in the dock, side by side with the late-lamentod 
Peace, (Hear, hear.)

SEQUELS. 


[FROM THE “GLOBE.”] 


Panne is a story that at a provincial theatre a wag in the gallery 
i}; enlivened the tedious pauses between the acts by a clever imitation 

of the lowing of a cow. Being much applauded, he essayed imita- 
tions of other animals, not, however, with equal success, for a friendly 
critic in the pit cried at length, ‘‘ Stick to the coo, man.’ There was 
sense in the homely advice ; and the imitator of the cow is not the only 
man who failed to make a sequel as good as the original production. We 
see instances of this in great authors. When Milton listened to the friend 
who suggested that a poem on “ Paradise Regained” would be a fitting 
sequel to that of a ‘‘ Paradise Lost,” he did not produce a work equal to 
his first effort. Bunyan was encouraged by the great success of his 
“Pilgrim’s Progress”’ to write the ‘‘ Holy War,” but while the original 
work has attained a world-wide celebrity, the second is comparatively un- 
known. Miss Burney’s first book, ‘‘ Evelina,” took the reading world by 
storm. Johnson praised it, Burke sat up nearly all night to finish it ; but 
even her established reputation as a novelist failed to secure equal popu- 
larity for her later works. The original ‘‘ Arabian Nights” are familiar to 
everyone, but how few people have read the sequel. Not the “ Tales of 
the Genii, but a distinct work, chiefly relating to the adventures of a 
Wicked enchanter named Maugraby, of which, in fact, we believe no 
edition has been published since the one issued in 1794—at least, this was 
stated recently by a contemporary in reply to a correspondent who inquired 
Where he could procure the book. Rarely does a sequel attain the popu- 
larity and long life of the original book; perhaps this is because a great 
author has a strong rival to contend against in his own first work. Scott 
will always be known as the author of ‘The Lay,” and ‘ Waverley,” 
although these were hardly his greatest works.” But they were the first. 
Some authors appear to have dreaded sequels by other hands being added 
to their work. It is said that Addison killed Sir Roger de Coverley 





because he was dissatisfied with the way Steele continued their joint work ; 
and Cervantes is thought to have immolated Don Quixote lest his hero | 








should fall into unworthy hands. Perhaps a similar motive induced 

tichardson to sacrifice Clarissa Harlowe, in spite of the remonstrances of 
some of his readers. A hero or heroine once laid in the tomb is safe from 
profane sequel writers. 

Modern authors rather affect continuations of their early novels, but the 
interest needs to be very strongly sustained to enable us to follow our first 
acquaintances through ten or twelve volumes. We are apt to become 
weary of tracing the hero or heroine literally “from the cradle to the grave.” 
He was a wise youth in the ancient story, who, having once made a 
marvellously successful shot, cast away his bow and arrows for ever, lest 
he should injure his reputation by less skilful aims in future. The popu- 
larity attached to a first work is not always, however, a test of its superior 
excellence. A peculiar halo surrounds all first fruits. First loves, although 
generally ridiculed, do not come twice in a lifetime. A first child is a 
being whose angelic infancy is never equalled by that of its successors, 
although the brothers and sisters who follow may be cleverer, stronger, 
and handsomer. No after ‘ Black”? Monday equals that on which we 
first went to school. The first visit to a dentist is a thing of horror all 
its own. A first sorrow can never be equalled for bitterness ; and no after 
fame is so sweet as that experienced on our small first success. Sir 
Walter Scott at the summit of his reputation remembered “the glow of 
pride” with which he succeeded in climbing the “ kittle nine steps” of the 
castle in his schoolboy days, the only lame lad who had ever performed 
the feat. He was probably less elated when the King complimented him 
on his works. Many a great orator may have felt a keener pleasure at 
the admiration lavished by his schoolmates on his playground speeches 
than by the applause of the nation in his later years. His first appear. 
ance in the ‘‘ poet’s corner” of a provincial paper may have given an author 
a delight he never feels now he has climbed far up the ladder of fame. 
We grow accustomed to everthing; pain and pleasure, disappointment 
and success ; and the sensation of the first experience of any of these 
never comes again.

COMPENSATION CASES AND POLICE ESPIONAGE. 
AN 

‘)) HE case against the London and North Western Company for com- 
phe pensation for injuries, tried at the present Liverpool Assizes, exhibits a 
~ use to which the police of this country are now sometimes put, which 
deserves the serious consideration of the people. We have special acts of 
Parliament to prevent “‘ picketing ’’ among operatives, but police espionage, 
which is official picketing when used in civil cases, is at the command of 
him who can and will pay for it. It is all very well that in case of public 
companies ample means of defence should be afforded to them to avoid 
deception, and to detect deceivers, whether pursuing the company for loss 
of goods or loss of health or limb, but the recent case before Mr. Justice 
Bowen will show that the natural rights of the citizen may be seriously 
Violated, and means of detection resorted to by the police, which are of 
themselves of the most provoking and aggravating description. To be 
half bereft of one’s senses, or have a limb broken, or the spine permanently 
injured, or, before one reaches thirty years of age—having a young wife 
and family—to be maimed for life by the carelessness of the railway ser- 
vants, is bad enough; but to be dogged by detectives wherever one goes is 
by no means an agreeable adjunct. It cannot be denied that railway 
companies are ‘‘done,’’ or imposed upon, occasionally ; but they should be 
able to discriminate between the rogue and the honest, unfortunate 
sufferer. In the case before us the oficials—we might say the officious — 
Were not satisfied with tracking their intended victim from one place to 
another, but molested his servant, offering her various sums, up to a £5 


note, if she would report as to what her master did indoors of his own | 


house! This isa step too far. Detectives sometimes go about from one 
public-house to another in the garb of clergymen inquiring for a sufferer 
who was all the time on his couch, unable to move. We have also heard 
of these gentlemen, in other garbs, patroling in front of an injured man’s 


house for days, waiting and watching lest he might slip out. These are | 


interesting facts, and such occupations may be interesting to the mighty 
D.’s; but they should be taught that a plaintiff may say— What's sport 
to you is death to me.” ‘They encourage deception; for if the sufferer 





| keeps a brandy-bottle under his bed or in the cupboard nothing is said, but 


let him take a glass of beer at a bar and counsel will ask him in court if 
he is a drunkard! When we find railway companies, which are managed 
under the direction of magistrates and peers of the realm, supplying their 
servants with funds to go from one public-house to another, to run down 
and hound those who suffer from their servants’ neglect, it is time some 
of their shareholders at annual meeting should ask how much the cost of 
espionage comes to per annum, and what proportion it bears to the 
damages paid. We venture to say it will be nearer ten to one than the 
other way about. In other words, the Boards, it would appear, will rather 
sanction paying one subordinate £10 to watch and report than give an 
injured individual £1 just compensation. The sooner these costs of 
espionage are looked into the better. Let the railway companies adopt 
proper brake-power and pay pointsmen better, and they will have little 
need of detectives, but in any case this use of the police in civil cases, is 
one that the magistrates themselves are largely interested in stopping. It 
is intolerable that bribery should be resorted to for the purpose of pro- 
curing evidence from one’s own domestics. This opinion is shared by tho 
judge who tried the case, and he gave the company a reprimand they 
richly deserved, 


TOUCHSTONE IN THE CLOUDS. 


E did not even give a paragraph last week about that wandering 

Tory orator, ‘Touchstone, though he had visited Widnes, and 
vapoured away after the pattern of the ass which kicked at the 
moon, but the Liverpool Argus has a few good remarks upon the matter 
which we reproduce :—‘‘ Touchstone—not he of Shakspere, but the far 
greater man of Manchester—has been in the clouds ; at least he has been 
indulging in exceedingly cloudy metaphors.

But Touchstone 
seems to be as ignorant of political as natural phenomena, and vapours 
accordingly. ‘The Manchester Tories take this gentlemen with them to 
their outs pretty much as they do their flags and banners for display, and 
he is apt to be just as useful.”

(Continued from August ist.) 


he 
oR WALK of about seven miles by way of Hawkshead brought us on 
eS the following day to Coniston. The road passes through bold moun- 
tain scenery ; but the mist and frequent rain marred its interest for 
ns. Once at Coniston, we secured quarters at the Crown Hotel ; and, after 
suitable refreshment, went to the shore of the lake, found a boat, and 
pushed off. The evening darkened, and the wind blew chilly, as we traversed 
the deep waters of this, the only one of the lakes which has left on my 
mind an abiding impression of solitude and melancholy. We passed well 
out towards the middle of the lake, pulling steadily and speaking little. 
Our boat answered her helm well and quickly. A strong pull on the 
tiller-rope brought her round in little over her own length; and there, 
far away to all appearance, were the lights of the Waterhead Hotel (a 
popular name for hotels in Lakeland), our polestar in the otherwise rayless 
gloom. We pulled back, but it was some time before we could find our 
landing place; and had not the boatman given us a friendly hail, our 
difficulties would have been greater. Once comfortably back at our hotel, 
snugly ensconced in the warm and cozy bar, we felt little disposition to 
venture out again. 

Tuesday morning dawned, wet, misty, and dreary; but we intend to 
cross Rossett Fell to-day, and to sleep at Wastdale to-night, let the weather 
be and do what it will. Noonday finds us, accordingly, far enough from 
Coniston, at Dungeon Ghyll. There is here a noble cataract for those 
who can stay to see it, but we are not of that number, for we have to cross 
the trackless fells in the mist and the rain, and must not risk being over- 
taken by the night in those wild solitudes. Dinner over, and a few 
necessary inquiries made, we issue forth, and begin the ascent of the steep 
valley, which leads up to the foot of Rossett Fell. A long, toilsome climb 
it was along the wet hillside; and it terminated at the bottom of what 
looked like the bed of an ancient torrent; which, turning sharply to the 
left, mounted the fell at a most unpleasantly obtuse angle. And then 
began a sheer scramble, such as I never had before or since. Up and up, 
from crag to crag, from boulder to boulder, from one shattered fragment 
to another, we slowly and laboriously toiled, till the perspiration dropped 
from my forehead, and my almost bursting lungs compelled a moment's 
halt. But my compagnons de voyage are not yet done up. They pass 
me. They leave me panting. Eh bien! Messieurs! gain ground upon 
me! You are now well ahead of me, but we'll see who is the first to 
pierce that inky cloud, which, like a pall, spreads its sombre folds above 
and around the summit of the fell. I am slightly nettled, kind reader! 
and cared as little to conceal it then, as I hesitate to admit it now. 
My rivals have the advantage of me in native strength; but those four 
weeks of training ought to tell at a push like this. After a few minutes’ 
rest I will try. And so, here goes. Excelsior! Round that craggy 
boulder. The footing is bad, to be sure, among these stones ; and a tumble 
here means broken bones. What a help is a strong oak stick! Victoria! 
‘The others are stopping to rest and breathe. I am past them; and in 
live minutes more, the level ground of the hill top lies beneath my feet, 
and I have won ! 

And here a council of war was held. Of pathway there was no trace. 
Any landmarks there might be, were invisible in the douse white mist— 
and so, maps and compasses were consulted and compared ; and, having 
thereby ascertained our bearings in a general way, we faced through the 
dripping cloud, almost direct north-west, making for Stye-ITead Pass. 

A wild walk was that! Past ghostly tarns, that suddenly unrolled them- 
selves at our very fect; over long stretches of wet levels; round by the 
base of tinknown peaks; but always wrapped in the enshrouding mist. 
We could not see a dozen yards before us, but we must on. The direction, 
at least, is right. Suddenly, as we toiled up the spongy side of another 
ridge, we heard—surely they were voices! A long shrill whistle from 
one of us, who has felt anxious for some time past, is answered, and we 
hurry forward, with better cheer, to meet a party of gentlemen who, with 
their guide, are crossing the fells in another direction. We had never 
seen each other before ; and'if ever we meet again we shall have forgotten 
each other's face and speech, but our greetings were cordial and kindly, 
and our few minutes’ intercourse in the wild ranges of Bow Fell pleasant 
and friendly. 

Their guide (how well do I remember his tall, spare, and wiry figure, 
his grave and sedate demeanour, and the neatness and cleanness of his 
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peasant attire) told us that in a few minutes we should pass @ cairn, and 
then another, and so on, the series leading us to the summit of Stye Head, 


| whence the “road” to Wastdale was clearly marked. We saluted 





mutually, and separated. The mist soon hid the other party, and we 
pushed rapidly on. Soon the ground began to dip, and then to fall away, 
on the left hand, till, presently, a track of broken stones appeared, 
leading round to the west, and, following it, we began to descend Stye 
Head. The path, if I may call it such, evidently skirted, in many places, 
a tremendous abyes, for the mist boiled up in gigantic masses from below 
as if it sought to overwhelm us, and surged fiercely about various jagged 
and splintered pinnacles of rock that uplifted their steeple-like forms from 
some invisible base, far down the precipice. Keeping well away from the 
dangerous edge, we urged our way downward with light hearts, And 
there, in a few moments’ space we have issued from the thick and gloomy 
mist into the bright and blessed sunlight again! Wondrous transition ! 
A score of yards further back, and we could only follow blindly the wind- 
ings of the mountain path; and now, yonder are the grisly peaks of 
Scawfell. There, before us, are the steep green slopes of Great Gable; 
and, yonder again, the hills bend round to enclose Wastwater, the wildest 
of our island lakes. But that glittering rolling sea of light below us 
there, level as the ocean, white and gleaming as a waste of snow, lapping 
against the hill sides, and throwing into stronger relief their vast spaces 
of sterile gloom and patches of unexpected green! We stand mute and 
wondering at the strange and glorious sight. We are between two strata 
of clouds, and the sun is flooding the interspace with light. Whata 
reward for our toilsome and anxious journey, for such a sight as this 
could be seen on none but such a day ! 

But we must resume our march, so downward again we hasten, towards 
the clouds beneath. Their silvery gleam fades as we near them. They 
resolve into mere white mist, as we pass through them ; but, once through 
them, the sweet and, as it seems to me, much misnamed valley lies before 
us, and our journey’s end is near. Remote as we are from the haunts of 
men, the soft green bosom of the vale bears trace of cultivation, and, 
though the loftiest of our English mountains stand around, their presence, 
far from inspiring thoughts of terror and desolation, seems rather to 
secure the inviolable peace and still seclusion of Wastdale. 

The accommodation at Wastdale is limited. The tourist from Coniston 
comes first to a farmhouse, and then, further on, and nearer the lake, to 
asmallinn. Both belong to one family, of the name of Ritson, a name 
that will awaken many a pleasant recollection ; if, by chance, any of my 
readers have stood beneath the shadow of Great Gable. In consequence 
of a misunderstanding, we stayed at the farm. What the accommodation 
at the inn is like I cannot say; but we, at all events, had no cause to 
complain, But indeed we were in no condition to be over nice. Wet, 
cold, hungry, and, let me admit it, tired ; we were glad to dry our garmenis 
and “ put ourselves outside’ a meal which, if not up to the level of Spiers 
and Pond, was, at all events, substantial and wholesome. 

The writer and Prince Charlie were the first to arrive at the farm; 
having hurried on to secure accommodation. They were also the first to 
sit down to tea ; having waited for the Signor and Don John till appetite 
would let them wait no longer. When half way through, the representa- 
tives of the Peninsulas arrived; and, sooth to say, they were exceeding 
wroth when they entered the little room where the Prince and I sat at tea. 
Poor fellows! they had passed the farm and gone on to the inn; waited 
for us there till another party arrived, and engaged the whole available 
accommodation of the establishment ; when, and when only, they reflected 
that possibly we might have stopped at the farm, as it was nearly a mile 
nearer Stye Head than the Inn. They retraced their steps, accordingly, 
and found us in the enjoyment of creature comforts, as above intimated. 
Ido not think that our bland salutations and innocent expressions of 
wonder did much to soothe the troubled waters, but happily five minutes’ 
rest and a share of our abundant meal proved sufficient to reconcile them 
to the actual status quo.

“BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION” IN TRADE. 
ee in that classical suburban district of England known by the 


y, name of Barnsley, the unholy practice of “ tipping” is not unknown 

- in trade, and the Yorkshireman thus reviews this practice in the 
“Pillory”” column of his paper :— 

“It is not by any means an uncommon thing for the manager or order- 
giver of a large manufactory or workshop to receive what is vulgarly 
known as a ‘tip’ from tradespeople of whom he purchases goods for the 
firma he represents. Perhaps it is difficult for any man placed in such a 
position to avoid receiving favours of some kind at the hands of the people 
he patronises, even providing he conscientiously gives his orders to the 
people whose goods he knows are of a satisfactory quality, and whose 
price is a legitimate one. Unfortunately, it is frequently the practice of 
traders to give a commission in cash on the amount of all business trans- 
acted with them; and it is no unusual thing for a man to receive several 
hundreds a year from a master who pays high to secure honest service, 
and to receive almost as much from traders for defrauding the master 
who hires him, Suppose a case. Say a currier and maker of driving 
belts has his place of business close to the gateway of a large mill. It 
would be convenient for the mill managers to supply themselves from the 
courier named, but the foreman of the factory declares the goods produced 
by his neighbour are worthless, and in preference buys from a dealer who 
sells him leather actually made by the currier mentioned, and nets a profit 
of some coppers per pound. The currier named does not give ‘tips’; 
the dealer does. Very many stokers to large places of industry supple- 
ment their wages by small sums paid to them by roguish coal merchants 
for every load of coals consumed. In this case a master has no chance 
of discriminating. If a stoker is compelled to use a certain kind of coal 
supplied by a merchant who does not pay him a commission, he piles the 
coals on the fires, opens wide his dampers, and blazes away furiously. 
The result is that, deceived by the rapid consumption, the manager or 
master is confirmed in the belief that the coals used are too ‘swift,’ and are 
consequently dear. The stoker assures him that ‘ So-and-so’s coils is 
cheapest yet,’ and So-and-so’s coals are accordingly burned in future- 
Of course So-and-so pays Mr. Stoker threepence, sixpence, or even nine- 
pence per load. Perhaps there are several loads of coals used daily, and 
the result is that the dishonest stoker adds considerably to his weekly 
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income. Clerks of local boards and similar gentry also get nice pickings 
in the way of commission for advertising in the papers. A local board 
advertises a public notice, let us say, and the clerk has the giving of tho 
advertisements. A canvasser for the chief local psper calls and asks for 
the order. ‘What commission will you allow me?’ says tho clerk. 
‘ We don’t allow commissions,’ is the reply. ‘Oh, then, you don't have 
the advertisement. The Pokehill Rip-Rap (an almost unknown print) 
gives me fifteen per cent, and I shall give the order to them.’ So are 
employers and the public defrauded by the very people engaged to protect 
their interests. Burglary and highway robbery are despicable enough, 
but they are not by far so mean, cowardly, and base as this underhand 
thieving. The receiver of stolen property is said to be worse than the 
thief; but he is not so great a villain as the well-dressed rogue who con- 


spires with unscrupulous tradesmen to pilfer his master, and profits largely 
by the fraud.” 


A HARD CASE.

v0 HERE are some cases where crime can be looked upon with even an 
yA} eye of charitable condolence, as the following :—‘ At the Liverpool 
Police-court, 2 man named William Breckill, assistant ledger clerk 
employed by the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, was charged with 
embezzling several small sums of money. Upon his apprehension the 
prisoner wrote a letter admitting the offence, but stating that nearly 
twenty years ago he entered the service of the Dock Board at a salary of 
£80 a year, and was now, with a wife and six children, receiving but £100. 
Whilst his household expenses were steadily increasing, his salary remained 
almost stationary, and during the sickness of any members of his family, 
which frequently happened, they had been sometimes deprived of the 
necessaries of life. He had not yielded to temptation till April of this 
year, and his defalcations did not exceed £9, every penny of which had 
been devoted to the necessities of his family. The deputy-stipendiary 
said it was a great pity to see the prisoner, after so many years of good 
service, commit a gross act of dishonesty towards his employers. ‘The 
prisoner was sent to gaol fur four months, with hard labour.” Poor 
Breckill—doubly poor because employed by the wealthy Mersey Docks 
and Harbour Board, the thirsty vampire which has long drawn the life- 
blood from Lancashire trade, that it has become too plethoric to be just to 
its servants. Twenty years’ service, and now having a wife and six 
children to support on £100 a-year, goaded to desperation by visitations 
of sickness, which his munificent salary left no surplus to meet, what 
wonder can be felt at the event. We sympathise with William Breckill, 
and hope the millionaires of the board will in future prize long service 
and merit at a more valuable rate than £100 a-year.

MRS. HALL IN THE WITNESS BOX. 


")) HE following vacy description of the court at the recent divorce case 
is from the London letter of the Liverpool Argus :— 

“Of course, the chief attraction was Mrs. Hall, who, to do her 
justice, was by no means disconcerted by the popular attention. In the

witness box she proved herself perfect mistress of the situation, dominating 
everybody, from the judge on the bench to the jurymen in the box, showing 
a strong disposition to hold confidential conversation with members of the 
latter, As for poor Sir Henry James, he had no chance with her. He 
lost his temper very early in the cross-examination, and never regained 
it. He has a habit when he finds a difficult witness of suddenly stopping 
his cross-examination, resuming his seat, and looking haughtily at the 
judge, as if he would say, ‘‘ unless your lordship interposes, and informs 
this witness that I am Sir Henry James, ex-Attorney-General, and am to 
be treated with respect, I shall not proceed further with the cross-exami- 
nation.”

Sut 
when Sir Henry, fuming and frowning, haughtily resumed his seat because 
Mrs. Hall would not give a particular answer he wanted, Mrs. Hall only 
put her head on one side, and, looking at the irate counsel, said, in her 
brisk, cheerful manner, ‘‘ Well?” Then the crowded court burst into a 
roar of laughter, and Sir Henry had the good sense to get up and continue 
his crogs-examination. 

Mrs. Hall is one of those witnesses who are the terror of a well-regulated 
court.
